THE RUSSIAN COAL MINER 


In the April issue of the Atlantic, John Baker White has 
a revealing article on certaain phases of the Russian economy, 
including the earning power of workers. He selects a coal} 
miner as an example. This workr has a net income, after taxes 
and other enforced deductions, of 1,005 rubbleg a month. His 
expenditures for such basic necessities as food and rent come 
to 920 rubbles. He thus has a balance of 85 rubbles for clothes, 
recreation, or anything else he may want to buy. Inasmuch | 
as a pair of poor-quality shoes cost 300 rubbles and beef costs 
up to 100 rubbles per pound, it can be seen that “luxuries” 
are few and far between for the masses of people under 
Communism. 

How, by comparison, do the coal miners fare in a decadent 
capitalistic nation like the United States, which according 
to the Soviet press, exploits the masses unmercifully? In 
Decmeber 1948, the last month for which government figures 
are available, miners averaged $75.06 a week, and that in-| 
cludes absenteeisms and part-time workers. Many thousands | 
of miners earned $400 to $500 a month, and some earned} 
600. The cost of living may be high, but with incomes like that 
the miners can buy all the necessities they want, and have a 
goodly sum left over for other purposes. 

In addition, the miners have an exceedingly liberal pension 
plan, paid for by a 20-cent a ton royalty on all coal mined. The 
pension comes on top of old-age benefits miners receive under |}; 
the Federal Social Security Act-

It is his thought 
parents do not realize the 
importance of baby teeth as a 
guide to the permanent teeth 
which form beneath the baby 
teeth, and, too, make the mis- 
take of neglecting six-year 
molars which result in the loss 
of these important teeth early 
in life. 

Dr. Beckner states that 90 
per cent of dentistry can be 
prevented by early and fre- 
quent treatment; that the 
application of sodium flouride 
when the child is 3, 7, 10 and 
13 years of age will prevent 40 
per cent of the cavities from 
occurring; further, that dental

It was taken in 
Persideo after the return in 1903, and was recently published in Star and Stripes.

Boaz Adkins, Bill Collins 
and Van Combs. Blaine Combs was in Company L. Landis believes Adkins had been dis- 
charged before the picture was taken and Van Combs was hospitalized in the Philip- 
pines. If Boaz is in the picture he stands in the back row and first on the left. If Bill is in 
the picture he stands in the second row from the back, first from the left. You may keep 
the picture or try to find the right Wesley Breeding and give it to him but let me hear 
from you. 

I'm sending a copy of this to Boaz Adkins with a picture and would like to hear from 
him. I have happy recollections of the day and night I spent with you, July 11th and 


12 and the visit with Boaz in Whitesburg. 


I have retired from work as Superintendent of Sand Springs Home by my own re- 
quest. I spent forty years at the job and ten years previous in Salvation Army serVice. 
I’m glad to call it a day and rest awhile. Tet me hear from you-
